Sir: 


Yours of the 4th instant, with enclosures, has been duly considered, in conference with 
the Secretary of the Treasury and the Treasurer of the United States, Desirable as it is agreed it 
would be to transfer the surplus coin in your custody to that of the U.S. Treasury no means can 
be found at present for making the transfer; so that it will have to remain as at present. 


Until Congress meets no relief can be expected from the burden at present necessarily 
imposed upon the Mint of caring for the coinage of silver dollars as it accumulates. You are 
therefore instructed to take whatever means may be necessary to repair the vaults in the 
Subtreasury Building referred to in your letter, for the safe keeping of such amounts as you may 
find no room for at the Mint. The Supervising Architect, in conjunction with the U.S. Treasurer, 
will confer with you as to proper security through time locks and burglar alarm appliances, this 
matter as I conceive, properly appertaining to that department, to the satisfaction of which this 
work should be done. 


The number of watchmen to be employed, and the mode of dividing the watch, will be a 
matter of the future consideration when the vaults are prepared.
